CHARLES THOMAS CONVERSE 


Right Eminent Sir Charles Thomas Converse was born in 
Southbridge, Massachusetts, April 20, 1879 and was educated 
in the Southbridge public schools and Becker's Business College 
of Worcester, Massachusetts. He was Comptroller of the 
Worcester Street Railway and later in the same capacity for 
the Springfield Street Railway, both with headquarters in 
Springfield, Massachusetts covering a period of thirty years. 
On the reorganization of these companies by the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford R.R. and removal of offices to New 
Haven, Connecticut, he established in 1932 his own private

business of auditing and accounting which he successfully con- 
ducted up up to the time of his decease. He was also President 
of the Cheney Washburn Undertaking Corp. 

Aecompanied by Mrs. Converse and Dr. and Mrs. Hervey L. 
Smith of Springfield he was climbing a short hill leading to 
Dr. Smith’s summer home at Smith’s Ferry, Massachusetts 
when he suddenly collapsed. He had been in ill health for a long 
time and had twice before suffered similar attacks. 

He had never held any political office but was at all times 
interested in community affairs. During the World War he 
served as Brigade Sergeant-Major under Gen. Emery P. Clark 
of the Massachusetts State Guard. 

He had served as treasurer of St. Andrew’s Episcopal Church 
in Longmeadow, Massachusetts since the Church was instituted 
in 1921. He was a member of the building committee at the 
time the Church was erected and later a member of the Com- 
mittee which directed the addition to the Church. 

This is one of the many tributes paid him by members of the 
Church. “Mr, Converse was a conscientious and diligent worker, 
both in and out of Church work. I have worked with him for 
the past sixteen years and have the greatest esteem for his 
integrity and ability. He was loved by everyone who knew him 
and his passing is very, very sad.”” : 

R.. E-. Sir Converse advancement through the various offices 
in the Grand Commandery line was marked by a quiet deport- 
ment, entirely free from any exhibition of desire for personal 
exaltation, yet his influence for the development of the principles 
of Templary was far reaching in its beneficial results and en- 
deared him in the minds of all the Sir Knights throughout the 
jurisdiction by whom he was accepted as a man of fine character 
and an exemplar of the “grand characteristics of our Order un- 
sullied honor, unwearied zeal in a brother’s cause and universal 
benevolence.” aes. . . 

R..E..Sir Converse left no children, his wife Vera (Fish) 
Converse being his only survivor.

Right Eminent Grand Commander 
Srr Georce T. Evererr 


SIR KNIGHTS 

: Grand Commandery welcomes you to the 131st Semi-Annual 
Conclave of this Grand Jurisdiction. One half of Grand Com- 
mandery year has now passed into history and [ helieve we all 
hope that our Christian Order of the Temple has made some 
progress in this period. May the great Captain of our salvation 
be with us in our deliberations today and point out to us how 
we may best build and serve. 


GUESTS 
_It is with very sincere pleasure that we welcome our dis- 
tinguished guests today, to this Semi-Annual Conclave and I 
know I voice the sentiment of every Sir Knight present, that 
their stay with us will be one of great joy and we wish for them 
and the several Bodies, which they represent, the greatest success 
possible and our sincere affection and esteem. 


NECROLOGY 
_On October 21, 1936, we elected Sir Charles T. Converse, 
Grand Commander of this Jurisdiction and for three months 
he served us most efficiently and happily and it was a great 
shock to the Sir Knights of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
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as well as other Jurisdictions, that on Sunday, January 24, 1937, 
he very suddenly left, our midst. On the Tuesday previous to 
his death, I had the privilege of lunching with him and he never 
seemed brighter or more happy or more enthusiastic in his talk 
of Grand Commandery and Grand Commandery doings in all 
my many contacts with him and the message I received, telling 
me of his passing, just seemed impossible to believe. He has left 
a vacancy in our ranks that seems impossible to fill and we 
every one of us shall miss him as time goes on. 

T will ask the acting Grand Recorder, Eminent Sir Henderson, 
at this time to read the Official Order issued, appertaining to 
the death of our beloved Grand Commander. (See Page 18). 

I will at this time call upon Eminent Sir Gibbs, Chairman of 
the Committee on Necrology, for their report. 


Right Eminent Sir and Eminent Sir Knights: 

Your Committee on Necrology submit a partial report as 
follows: 

Since last we met ‘the angel has received the dread mandate 
to strike from the roll of the living” our elected Grand Com- 
mander, Sir Knight Charles T. Converse, Right Eminent Grand 
Commander, elected October 21, 1936, died January 24, 1937. 

He was a friendly soul who constantly and freely gave of him- 
self that Templary might mean more and grow stronger. Tt was 
his ambition to make the bonds of loyalty and fidelity effective. 
Fever and always was he an example along these lines of living. 
Beginning in his home life, continuing in his church relations 
and carrying through his years of service in the Masonic fra- 
ternity, and finally as the leader of our Knight Templar body 
he was ever faithful and true. P ae ; 

Many times he found himself alone with his ideas; often his 
friends and brothers differed with his propositions but when all 
was said and action began, he stood by his convictions and with 
Knightly courage, carried on, believing that devotion to the 
organization and integrity of purpose would win the day. 

He had great hopes that his year as leader in the Grand Com- 
mandery would help to increase the reverence for the high calling 
of Templary among the Sir Knights and that by his own love 
for his brother members, he would increase the brotherly love 
among all. He had little patience with that type of men who 
misuse their fraternal membership by false dealing or misrepre- 
sentation. He fairly scorned the “double crosser’’ so strong was 
his conviction that the greatest asset of a true man, be he a 
Mason or not, was loyalty to truth and honesty of purpose and 
action. ; 

It is our loss that his career was ended so soon after it began. 
Whatever else may be said we gladly confess, he left the mark 
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of his character with us and carried with him into the great 
unknown a spirit marked by faithfulness and love. 


“Therefore we cannot think thee wholly gone; 
The better part of thee is with us still; 
The soul its hampering clay aside has thrown, 
Love will life’s tasks fulfill.” 


Another of our Grand Officers was called to rest January 16, 
1937. Eminent Sir Clarence A. Barbour, D.D. L.L.D., Associate 
Grand Prelate, President of Brown Universi 

Sir Knight Barbour manifested great interest in his relation 
to our Grand Commandery and was the first to receive the 
Order of Merit Badge from the Right Eminent Sir William S. 
Hamilton. 

He was distinguished among his fellows as one deeply con- 
cerned in the spiritual and moral welfare of youthful citizens 
and his efforts both in college and many civic organizations were 
broadly marked. His ability as preacher and speaker was much 
appreciated by our Sir Knights, he having addressed them on 
several occasions. “It is such men as he that makes the earth 
seem empty when they leave.”

EXEMPLIFICATIONS 


Through force of circumstances, I was unable to attend any 
of the Exemplifications this Grand Commandery year, but from 
reports, both written and verbal, that I have received, I am not 
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very favorably impressed with their value. From my own 
observation and experience in 1935 and from my observation 
through the eyes of other Sir Knights in 1936, it would seem to 
me that two Exemplifications, possibly one in Boston and one 
in Springfield, would be of more value and answer the purpose 
to better advantage, than those of 1935 and 1936. 


INSPECTIONS 

We have completed the Official Inspections for the present 
Grand Commandery year and I believe, from my own observa- 
tion and the reports of the Division Commanders, as well as the 
Inspector Instructor’s Department, that the Commanderies of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island are maintaining the high 
standard of Tactical and Ritual work for which they have been 
noted. 

Because of the fact that in the long form opening more 
Guards and Officers are used than any other section of the 
work, some scheme of operating Inspections should be devised 
to return this particularly beautiful part of the work to its 
former place in our Inspection System. 

I am still of the opinion that it is for the good of the Council 
Officers, as well as for the Constituent Commanderies, that the 
Deputy Grand Commander, the Grand Generalissimo and the 
Grand Captain General, make at least three Inspections cach 
year. I believe that it keeps these Officers more fully in touch 
with the Commanderies and their Officers and I believe the 
Commanderies and their Officers very, very much appreciate a 
visit from these Officers. 


EASTER OBSERVANCE AND MESSAGE 

Fully believing in the great significance of Easter to this 
Christian Organization, the issuance of the Master message by 
our Grand Prelate had my very hearty commendation and sup- 
port. I believe, however, that for our Commanderies to go to 
Chureh on some Sunday other than Easter, will bring out a 
larger attendance. Many of our Commanderies this year appar- 
ently have taken this view and there has been a very beautiful 
response to the request that all Commanderies attend Church 
Services on some Sunday. 


VISITS 
I made visits to a substantial number of the Commanderies 
on Inspection night and I trust that I have not dimmed the 
lustre of the Division Commander, by being present on these 
occasions. I have also attended several Ladies’ Nights and I 
want to congratulate the various Commanderies on the success 
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of their efforts in this line of thought, as they have all been most 
successful. 

Thave attended the annual meeting of the Grand Commandery 
of New Jersey and the Grand Commandery of Maine and it was 
certainly with very sincere regret that, at the very last minute, 
[had to send a telegram to Right Eminent Sir Wilder of Con- 
necticut, that I could not be with him. 

It was also with very sincere regret that I had to write Right 
Eminent Sir Grimstead, Grand Commander of Virginia, that I 
could not attend the annual Conclave of the Grand Commandery 
of Virginia at Norton, Virginia. This was a particular disap- 
pointment, as De Molay Commandery, of which I am past 
Commander, was the first Organization to go South of the 
Mason and Dixon Line after the war and were royally weleomed 
and treated by the two Commanderies of Richmond, Virginia. 
Fraternal greetings have been exchanged by these Commanderics 
all through these many years. 


BONDING OF FINANCIAL OFFICERS 
In checking the reports of the Division Commanders I find 
quite a large percentage of thé Commanderies do not have their 

Financial Officers Bonded. Several have their Treasurers and 
Recorders, but not the Trustees. 

, Grand Encampment Constitution, under “Official Bonds,” 
Section 75, reads “Recorders and Treasurers of Commanderies 
shall give Bond for the faithful performance of their duties under 
such regulations as the Commandery may enact for Constituent 
Commanderies and the Grand Encampment for subordinate 
Commanderies.”’ 

_ The Constitution of our own Grand Commandery reads in a 
similar manner. 

_ [believe that our Grand Constitution should be amended to 
include Trustees with Treasurers and Recorders and if and when 
the amendment may be accepted, that the Grand Commander 
direct those Commanderies, who do not have their Financial 
Officers Bonded, that they shall do so.

BY-LAWS APPROVED 
Right Eminent Sir Converse approved the Amendments to 
the By-Laws of Bethany Commandery as of November 30, 1936. 

1. To reduce the number of Stated Conclaves from ten to 
five, the annual Conclave to be in the month of May. 

2. To safeguard the withdrawal of funds. 

3. To reduce the Dues from twelve dollars annually to five 
dollars, semi-annually. 

4. To reduce the fee for the Orders from fifty dollars to forty 
dollars. 

5. To create both a Life Membership Fund and a Permanent 
Fund with provisions limiting the withdrawal of such 
funds. 

6. To revise other minor provisions and language to conform 
to the Grand Constitution of the Grand Encampment 
and the Grand Constitution of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island and Masonic practice. : 5

It was hoped early in the Templar Year, that the candidates 
admitted would show a substantial gain over the previous year, 
but, most unfortunately, this is not so. However, we have 
Knighted this year, 129 candidates as against 134 the previous 
year. The total candidates, affiliations and reinstatements last 
year were 177 and this year 153. 

Our losses by death, demits and suspensions last year were 
1118, as compared with 1229 this year and our membership net 
loss this year was 1076. 

It seems imperative that we all do our part toward the up- 
building of our beloved Order, not only in Commandery, but 
in all branches of the craft. We must make our meetings inter- 
esting to our members and when we are so fortunate as to Knight 
a candidate, we should do everything possible to keep him 
enthused and his interest at a high point. 

VISITATIONS 
As your Grand Commander, it has been my privilege to make 
isits, i ing Inspections, Ladies’ Nights, Public 
and visits to other Jurisdictions. 

One visit I recently made is outstanding in my memory, 
when, on October 2nd I had the privilege of representing Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island, at a meeting of the Grand Com- 
mandery of the State of New York, in the city of New York, at 
the installation of our friend and frater, Right Eminent Sir 
Walter A. DeLamater, who was installed as Grand Warder of 
the Grand Encampment of Knights Templar of the United 
States of America, by Right Eminent Sir C. Byron Lear. 

I know you all join with me in congratulating Sir Knight 
DeLamater on his appointment, but our congratulations go to 
the Grand Encampment on obtaining the services of so worthy 
a Sir Knight. 

Knightly courtesy, friendly feeling and good fellowship have 
been extended to me on all of my many visitations and L want 
to extend my thanks to all of the many Sir Knights, who have 
been so kind to me during my term just ending.

In submitting this as an annual report, I am following the regulations 
adopted by the Trustees and approved by the Grand Commandery, 
October 21, 1936. Whereas the annual report has heretofore included the 
transactions from October Ist to September 30th of each year, the new 
regulation calls for the calendar year January 1, to December 31st, to con- 
form with the requirements of the Grand Encampment.

It is interesting to note that the students who have received aid and 
graduated are widely separated and it may be safely stated that. the in- 
fluence of the Knights Templar body is not only recognized but plays a 
large part in the lives of these young people. From the forests of New 
Brunswick to the sunny shores of California may be found those whom we 
consider as beneficiaries. In the college at Athens, Greece; in the university 
at Louvain, Belgium as an instructor of English and as a carrillonneur in 
one of the villages of that country; in the wilds of Chile carrying on geo- 
log: survey; in the oil fields of ‘Texas and Louisiana as engineers; lawyers 
in Massachusetts, New York, Illinois, California; physicians, teachers, 
chemical engineers, embryo industrial leaders, musicians, technicians in 
each of New England states. All make an interesting group and help us to 
feel that our service has been and is worthwhile. It is a sad comment that 
more of our Sir Knights do not take a more vital interest in the service ren- 
dered. While we have been conducting this service twelve years, there are 
still some members of our body who do not know what is done or that it 
exists. 

It has been reported many times that the service of the Educational 
Foundation is altruistic and that great care is continually shown to prevent 
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the commercialization of the fund. No Templar wants the organization to 
fall into the error of becoming a money-loaning affair, basing the service to 
youth strictly on ability to repay money loaned. It is our great privilege 
to assist worthy boys and girls to achieve the goal of higher education, thus 
better fitting them for citizenship. We ask that each one contract by word. 
of honor that they will return whatever may be granted them. To teach 
them to prize a good name and be honest with themselves and our Founda- 
tion we keep at the matter of insisting that all money be returned. 

It is decidedly hopeful that well over 50% of all accounts are in satis- 
factory condition so far as repayments are concerned and that only 3% are 
what may be termed in doubtful condition. It is highly satisfactory to 
discover that our young people are honest in intent and fact. The trying 
experience with a few is simply offset by the progress and gratification of 
the many.

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TWENTIETH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
INSPECTOR INSTRUCTOR 


June 28, 1937 


The Twentieth Annual Report cannot be submitted without 
reference to the loss we experienced in January by reason of the 
death of our Grand Commander. Rt. Emt. Sir Charles T. Con- 
verse had given much time and thought to our present method 
of Inspections and up to the time of his death had experienced 
great pleasure in the observance of this season’s Ixemplifica- 
tions and Inspections. ' 

_ He had watched particularly the results of the Exemplifica- 
tions and regretted exceedingly that while they had been held 
in greater number to reduce the travel distance for each Com- 
mandery the attendance maintained during the period of the 
work was very poor. Rt. Emt. Sir Converse was privileged to 
participate as the Inspecting Officer at several Inspections be- 
fore he was taken from us and for that we are thankful, affording 
him so much personal pleasure as it did. 

While the Great Captain of our Salvation saw fit to change 
our leadership during the year it had no unfavorable effect on 
the interest or attendance of the Sir Knights in the Jurisdiction. 

While the total attendance at Inspections was slightly less 
than last year the percentage to membership was almost identi- 
cal. It is also very gratifying to find the efficiency maintained 
on such a high standard. During the past five years the effi- 
ciency percentage has not varied 1%. It stands this year at 
89%-+ which means almost a 9+ average for the 53 Com- 
manderies. : 

The presiding Commanders in a fine spirit of cooperation en- 
couraged a more general wearing of the uniform in the attend- 
ance at Inspections. Their efforts resulted in 80% being present 
IN UNIFORM. May that good work continue. . 

_While this year provided eleven Exemplifications as against 
nine last year the attendance and interest was not perceptibly 
better. Considering the relatively small number of Officers and 
Guards from each Commandery recorded in attendance and 
the much smaller number who were sufficiently interested to 
remain and observe all of the work, the entire Marking Staff be- 
lieve that the results obtained do not warrant the time, expense 
and effort required of each Commandery. 

It is recommended that if the individual coaching by_ the 
proper Division Commander cannot be obtained by a Com- 
mander upon request that there had best be maintained a group 
of at least six Instructors operating under the instruction of 
the Inspector Instructor so located geographically as to be 
readily available to any Commandery in the Jurisdiction. These 
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Instructors to do no marking. Instructing to be done only at 
the direct request of the proper Division Commander. 

The marking of the work this year was generally satisfactory 
and no material change in the method is recommended. 

Each year produces certain outstanding sections of the work 
and it is sometimes well to acknowledge such development. 

The most accurate and impressive delivery of a Commander 
was no doubt rendered by Emt. Sir Gaspar P. Bacon of St. 
Bernard Commandery No. 12 with Emt. Sir Paul Torppa of 
Ivanhoe No. 46 a close second. f 

Ten minutes before the zero hour of 5:30 p.m. Winslow Lewis 
officers and full complement of Guards stood ready in uniform 
awaiting the order to start. 

Probably no Triangle Guard in the Jurisdiction excelled 
St. John No. 1 this year in accuracy and particularly in the 
sword manual at triangle. 

Hugh de Payens Sepulchre Scene was conducted as usual the 
nearest to the best possible manner for the most effective use 
of the pictures. 

Pilgrim’s stage effects create a picture difficult to duplicate 
but this year the “extras” introduced almost lost them the 10—. 
It is dangerous to attempt any inovations or extras when 957% 
perfection is expected. The perfection of their several Masters 
of Ceremonies was decidedly outstanding. } 

We had several rather elderly Prelates whose work was highly 
commendable and several who in undertaking the work for the 
first time deserve special commendation. The Prelate of North- 
ampton did a particularly fine piece of work. . 

Each year finds some Commanderies improving their grading 
and others slipping back a step but the average seems to remain 
almost stationary. 

Haverhill with eleven consecutive 10— gradings remains the 
outstanding Commandery with Beauseant a close second. 

Again we find changes necessary in the Marking. Staff per- 
sonnel. For the fifth time a Marking Officer is selected to under- 
take the more important duties of a Division Commander. We 
congratulate Emt. Sir Harold 8. Crocker in his elevation but 
regret that the Inspection Department has to lose such a capable 
Marking Officer. Emt. Sir James R. Crosby resigned at the 
close of the Inspection season and will devote his energies in the 
development of Boys Club work in his local town. This is an 
admirable undertaking for a local Chief of Police in these days 
when development of character in youth is so much needed. 
Jim has given generously of his time and energy in this Depart- 
ment for three long years. We regret his resignation but admire 
his choice of the new avocation. 

The marking this year was almost evenly divided between the 


honestly and intelligently and it is doubtful if a better staff 
could be found in any other Jurisdiction. To my associates I 
express my deepest appreciation for their loyalty and sacrifice of 
time and energy. 

For two seasons we have permitted the substitution of short- 
form opening for the long form at the official Inspection.
